Should Not Touch Ground 
"When tho flag Is being raised 
or lowered, It must never be al- 
lowed to touch the ground. 


"When the United States Flag 
and Flags of other nations, states, 
or cities, or pennants of socie- 
ties, are 
flown 
from 
adjacent 


staffs, 
the United States Flag 


Is hoisted first and lowered last. 
. "When the United States Flag 
Is flown with flags or other na- 
tions all staffs should be of tho 
same height and 
the flags of 
approximately equal size. 
"International usage forbids the 
display of the Flag of any one 
nation above that of any other 
nation in time of peace. 
"In a group of flags of dif- 
ferent nations, 
an 
arrangement 
to which no one could take ex- 
ception would be to place 
the 
flags 
alphabetically 
alternately 


on the right and on the left of 
the United States Flag. 
"Under 
no circumstances should 
the Flag ever be draped over the 
hood, top, or sides of an automo- 
bile. The Flag should be fasten- 
ed to the body, or clamped to tho 
radiator cap. 
"To indicate 
mourning when 
the Flag is flown from a sta- 
tionary staff tho Flag Is placed 
at "-half-staff. The position of half- 
staff, or half-mast Is considered 
to be some distance (not neces- 
sarily half way down) from the 
top of the staff. When the Flag 
Is to be flown at half-staff, It 
should be hoisted to the peak for 
an instant and then lowered to 
the half-staff. • Before being low- 
ered for the day, the Flag should 
be raised to the peak. 
Should Not Show Disrespect 
"Disrespect 
should ' not 
be 
shown to the Flag of the United 
States. The Flag should not be 
dipped to any 
person or any 
thing. 
"Do not display the Flag with 
the union down except as a sig- 
nal, of distress. Do not place any 
other flag or pennant above or 
to the right of the Flag of the 
United States. Do not place any 
object or emblem of any kind on 
or above the Flag of the United 
States. 
"Do not carry the Flag flat 
or horizontally, but always aloft 
and free. Do not let the Flag 
touch the ground or the floor, or 
trail in the water. Do not use 
tho Flag as a portion* of a cos- 
tume or of an athletic uniform. 
Do not embroider It upon cush- 
ions or handkerchiefs, or print 
it on paper napkins or boxes. Do 
not. use the Flag in any form 
of advertising or fasten and ad. 
vertislng sign 
to 
a 
pole from 
which the Flag is flown. Do not 
display, use, or store the Flag 
in such a manner as will per- 
mit it to be easily soiled or dam- 
aged. 


"The Flag of the United States 
is an artistic, well-proportioned 
emblem whose beauty should not 
be marred, and the more we ad- 
here to the rules of caring for 
the flag, the more we shall ap- 
preciate the great things which 
it characterizes."

With 
recent rain, however, rose plants 
In the field are producing new 
feeder roots, sure indication that, 
where other planting factors are 
favorable, plants will profit from 
early transfer to garden. 


Feeder roots are not perma- 
nent fixtures, but reproduce an- 
nually. 
Throughout the greater 
portion of the 
Southwest 
the 


production of new feeder roots 
usually begins in January unless 
circumstances and conditions pre- 
vent. 


Last winter much of the South- 
west was a quagmire from mid- 
November to the middle of May, 
and rose plants can not pro- 
duce on adequate volume of new 
feeder roots under such condi- 
tions. Roses entered the 
past 


summer without adequate 
and 


effective 
rootage, 
plants 
dug 


from the field May 15th for ex- 
amination showing fewer feeder 
roots than usually are produced 
by mid-January. 


Other adverse circumstances en- 
tered. After the now foliage ap- 
peared 
In the spring, repeated 


frosts In some sections destroyed 
it and appreciably Injured the 
plants. In other sections the foli- 
age, though apparently 
escaping 
damage, was 
In 
fact 
Beverly 


damaged Its lifetime was short- 
ened, to be shod prematurely dur- 
ing the first > burst of blossoms. 
As always, such foliage develop- 
ed black-spot as It 
died, 
the 
spores spreading the Infection to 
even newer foliage unless pre- 
vented by persistent spraying. 
Practically denuded of 
foliage 
and without 
adequate 
rootage, 
and still standing In mud, many 
plants passed out quickly. Others 
tarried to be dispatched by bor- 
ders. Yet many lived. One won- 
ders why. 


The Southwest doea not stand 
alone In occasional disadvantage- 
ous circumstance. Three summers 
ago the citizens of Portland, Ore., 
the rose city, saw only unkempt 
and near-colorless blossoms 
on their rose plants -until 
autumn. Late freezes had taken 
their toll, During the last four 
years England, noted 
for 
Its 
roses, ' has twice suffered severe- 
ly' from what Britishers call "late 
frosts," which, Interpreted into 
the language of the Southwest, 
merely means that late freezes 
mowed them down. 
Through failure It has 
b,oen 
learned that specific steps may 
be taken to lessen the blows of 
disadvantageous 
circumstances, 


even such as inflicted upon the 
rose In the Southwest during the 


up- 
late 


Even borers, These 
related matters will 


past year. 


be discussed in succeeding arti- 
cles. 
Facts relating to the rose are 
usually regional. Much rose lit 
erature 
springs 
from 
having climatic and soil condi- 
tions differing 
radically 
from 
those within the Southwest. The 
rose In the Southwest has suf- 
fered no little from .the very hu- 
man tendency to set forth local 
facts as though they possess uni- 
versal application. 
These articles will be of, and 


for, the Southwest,' the facts be- 
ing learned, mostly through fail- 
ure, and do not tieceaeearlly have 
applic

abandonment of the whole thing. 
Replying to a question, the presi- 
dent said his position was not con- 
fusing. When asked if he favored 
fortifying Guam, the president ask- 
i_«d if the ponding bill provided for 
ft~''that.

Hls questioners said it did not 
and later the president asserted 
that It provided only for deepening 
the harbor, for additional bar- 
racks for the small number of ma- 
rines now on the Island, and im- 
proving landing facilities for planes.

To Double Force 
The president talked to reporters 
a short while after it was author- 
itatively disclosed that the army 
proposes to double Its present force 
of about 13,000 men in the Panama 
Canal Zone to provide, an "ade- 
quate peace garrison." 
The chief executive said the press 
could do the people a real service 
by pointing out the difference bo- 
t^er. authorizations and approprla- 
tlEiY > He said congress early In 


•«---iae last century formed the habit 
of passing authorizations for fu- 
ture programs, but that approxi- 
mately $5,000,000,000 or $8,000,000,- 
OOCMn authorized projects had never 
been built. 
One congress could not commit 
another to a project Mr. Roosevelt 
declared, and in passing authoriza- 
tions it merely meant that one 
congress hoped some future con- 
gress 
would appropriate money 
for the authorization. In

•words he said it waa an expres- 
sion of a pious hope, or a new 
year's resolution.

COTTON CONSUMERS RUN INTO 
PARADOX - - WAREHOUSES FULL 


STAPLE; GOOD COTTON SCARCE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20,—(ffy— 


Marketing authorities said today 
would-be buyers of American cot- 
ton were running squarely into a 
paradox—warehouses are jammed 
with record stocks and yet there's 
a scarcity. 
The world supply of American 
cotton at the beginning of the cur- 
rent marketing season last Aug- 
ust 1 haa been estimated by the 
agriculture department at 25,600,- 
000 bales—the largest ever record- 
ed and twice as much as Is nor- 
mally consumed In one year. 
Still, cotton merchants, textile 
mills and exporters have reported 
that they were experiencing diffi- 
culty In getting sufficient supplies 
of medium and better grades of 
the staple to fill their orders and 
manufacturing needs, even by of- 
fering premium prices. 
This reported scarcity developed 
as administration farm 
officials 


and congressmen tussled with a 
cotton problem they described as 
acute. 
Growers 
are 
receiving 
prices only about 60 per cent of 
the goal aought by tho administra- 
tion. 
Excessive supplies and 
a 
slump In world consumption 
are 
factors blamed for that situation. 
The apparent shortage of mar- 
ket supplies Is explained by the 
fact that about 10,900,000 bales of 
cotton have been pledged by grow- 
ers as collateral for government 
loans. This cotton, stored In ware- 
houses throughout the South and 
Far West, Is not available 
for 
commercial use. More than $500,- 
000,000 of government funds 
Is 
either Invested In or pledged un- 
der these loans. 
Market observers said the tight- 
ness in supplies, particularly of 
higher quality cotton, was re- 
flected in offers of buyers to pay 
premiums of as much as 3.3 cents 
a pound for better grades. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEV&T REACHED 
MIDDLE OF HIS SECOND TERM TO 
FIND CONGRESS UNCERTAIN MOOD 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
20.—</P>— 
With most of his New Deal social 
and economic program enacted, 
President Roosevelt reached 
the 
middle of his second term today 
to find a growing independence in 
congress and uncertainty clouding 
the outcome of his appeal for a 
united liberalism. 


The biggest popular vote In his- 
tory ushered him to his second 
inauguration in the rain two years 
ago this noon. 
His sway over 
the biggest Democratic (majorities 
ever In congress was but little dis- 
puted. 
Many persons talked of 
an era of good fooling. 
The political developments ot 
the last two years, the sharp dis- 
putes and closely drawn 
votes 
stand close In the foreground, out 


amid those disputes, highly Im- 
portant 
administration measures 
were enacted. 


Thoy were designed to put a 
celling on hours of work and a 
floor 
under wages, 
to control 
crops, to make it easier for men 
with little money to buy homes, 
to replace 
slums with modern 
houses for the poor. 


When the 78th congress came 
marching in this month with an 
Increased 
Republican 
minority 
Mr. Roosevelt said the 
biggest 
things now lacking wore a revis- 
ion and strengthening of the New 
Deal laws already enacted. Other 
recommendations, such as a de- 
fofense program, government re- 
organization, and aid for the rail- 
roads, were listed.

VARIED REACTIONS 


NOTED CORSICANA 


TRANSACTION TAX 


SOME FOR AND SOME ARE 
AGAINST PLAN SUBMITTED 
BY GOVERNOR O'DANIEL 


Varied reactions were noted in 
a survey of business men here 
Friday in various lines of busi- 
ness with reference to the pro- 
posed transaction tax by Gov. W. 
Lee O'Donlel as presented to tho 
Texas 
legislature. 
The smaller merchant were al- 
most unanimously opposed to It, 
while some of the heads of the 
larger business and financial in- 
stitutions agreed that it was a 
step in the right direction If tha 
present set-up as . approved by 
the voters is to bo carried through. 
Many merchants fear that the 
business establishments 
will 
be 
required to absorb the extra tax- 
ation rather than passing it on to 
the consumer. 
Numerous business heads did 
not want to be quoted directly, 
but indicated that although the 
proposal was not feasible In many 
respects, they believed a workable 
plan would be able to bo provided. 


Somo Plan Needed. 
If the old age security, teacher 
retirement, blind, etc., payments 
are to be mot, it is necessary 
that some plan other than thn old 
system bo ilovlsed; It was pointed 
out In a number of instances, and 
a salos tax appeared necessary. 
All, however, admitted the O'Dan- 
iel proposal was more than a di- 
rect sales tax, and many referred 
to the feet that the people had 
turned down a small salesf 
tax 
while this proposition Is much 
more than a sales levy. 


Most of thorn believed that the 
proposal was "all out of propor- 
tion." 


Albert Devi 
of •Lcvl Brothers 
Market, said he did not know 
much about the proposal, but was 
doubtful of it being feasible. 


Miles Mavors Tax. 
S. J. Miles, head of the Miles 
Furniture Stores, waa outspoken 
for it, pointing out that every- 
body would pay their proportion- 
ate share and the security of the 
old people was worth more than 
what it would cost.,. "If the legis- 
lature will work with Governor 
O'Danlel, a plan can be worked 
out where all will play their pro- 
portionate part and give security 
to the old people to offset the cost, 
Governor O'Danlel Is a good man 
and a good business man," 
he 
continued. 
Sam Dalches, Jeweler, sal: 
"I 
dont' think much of it," and ex- 
pressed the belief it will hurt 
business. 


F. W. Moon, Coca Cola Com- 
pany, "I believe it it all out of 
proportion." 


Opposes Flan. 
Harris & Jacobs, Herb Jacobs, 
owner, in a paid advertisement, 
stated: 
."If you were so badly in need 
of bread last election—your hun- 
ger overcame your better judg- 
ment—pay your poll tax so you 
can redeem yourself. A transac- 
tion tax will cost you from 8 to 
10 per eont of your Income if you 
earn a moderate salary—why don't 
we elect a governor who wants to 
spend less—not tax more?" 
Others Interrogated said in sub- 
stance that although personally 
they did not endorse much of the 
recent trend of governmental sub- 
sldlatlons relative to old age, etc., 
nevertheless, that. program was 
under way and it was Incumbent 
upon them and all others to co- 
operate and make the Ideals back 
of the movement work. 


Malie People Think. 
They said that should a sales 
or transaction tax be passed and 
worked out, plus a decided lower- 
ing of the present income tax 
bracket whereby the people wouM 
pay on their salaries and incomes 
of a few hundred dollars up rath- 
er than the present $2,600 exempt- 
Ion for a married man, it would 
probably serve as a means of 
awakening the people and make 
them 
tax-conscious. 
It was pointed out that before 
the people would vote additional 
revenues or other things necessi- 
tating huge expenltures of money 
from the public treasuries, state 
local or national, they would at 
least stop and think how it was 
going to be paid. And it was fur- 
ther advanced that the becoming 
"tax-conseclous" by the rank and 
file would fn all probability cause 
tho voters ot look Into tho publlo 
expenditures 
more 
closely 
and 
might make for a better govern- 
mental program.

senators.

Tho situation was demonstrat- 
ed clearly yesterday when Sen- 
ator Tydlngs D-(Md) denounced

'or renomlnatlon by Former Rep. 
David J. Lewis, a new dealer. 
Tydlngs spoke during debate on 
Mr. Roosevelt's appointment 
of 
Harry Hopkins, former WPA ad- 
ministrator, to be secretary of 
commerce. 
He related that the 
President and Lewis rode togeth- 
er through Maryland and that 
the President promised a bridge 
would be built across the lower 
Potomac river. 
"It waa one of the moat dis- 


graceful exhibitions In the politic- 
al history of the United States" 
the Maryland senator said. "There 
la not a man In this senate who 
can deny It. A $3,000,000 bridge 
was dangled before the people Jn 
Maryland as political bait but 
they voted for me 3 to 1."

"At present, we have what I re- 


gard as an Impossible situation; 
the board of control Is 
charged 


with the responsibility of prepar- 
ing the budget. This is subject 
to two criticisms and In making 
these criticisms I am in no sense 
talking about the personnel who 
compose the board of control. The 
first definite criticism 
Is 
that 


preparation of a budget is not a 
proper task for an administrative 
board. It Is a task for an execu- 
tive and Is so recognized by all 
sound budget authorities. The sec- 
ond criticism Is that as now con- 
stituted, the board of control Is 
responsible for spending approxi- 
mately $57,000,000 of state 
and 


federal funds each biennlum. Cer- 
tainly the department of govern- 
ment responsible for one of the 
large spending agencies Is not a 
proper authority to 
prepare 
a 
budget, 


"If we can so amend the bud- 


Ret law as to create 
a strong 


budget department it will, in my 
judgment, In years to come, re- 
flect Itself In millions of dollars 
of savings to the taxpayers of 
this state, x x x 
Trouble In Evasions. 
"I have talked with many peo- 


ple who have made a study of 
budget procedure of local units 
of government in Texas and ol 
the 
functioning 
of the 
present 
budget law and I am impressed 
with the fact that we have a good 
law aa it applies to local units. 
The trouble seems to be in the 
evasions of law. Apparently, many 
counties in Texas 
are 
almost 


totally ignoring some of the plain 
provisions of this law and from 
the Information brought to me 
this seems to be true of many 
of our cities and school districts 
"I think it Important that this 


law be so amended as. to 
elimi- 


nate 
these 
abuses. 
Apparently 


most evasions of the budget law 
come from or are based upon 
that clause which after the regu- 
lar budget has been adopted and 
approved, 
permits 
governing 
boards of cities and counties to 
adopt supplemental 
budgets 
in 
case of emergencies. Apparently 
this emergency clause is 
being 


seriously abused. I most respect- 
fully call the attention 
of the 


legislature to what I regard as 
a necessity for rewriting this sec- 
tion of the budget law as it ap- 
plies to local governmental units 
in such manner as 
will 
bring 


about , more 
uniform 
enforce 
ment."

1939 MAY BE BAD 


COLLEGE STATION, Jan. 23.— 


(Spl.)—Texas may expect a 1939 
grass hopper infestation estimat- 
ed as 28 per cent 
more severe 


than that of 1938 and one cap- 
able of causing 15 million dol- 
lars damage to crops, in spite of 
(he fact that there1 will be few- 
er hoppers In the United States 
as a whole. 


This estimate comes from 


R. Reppert, entomologist of the 
Texas A. and M. College Exten- 
sion Service and state grasshop- 
per control leader, and Is based 
on egg surveys made by federal 
supervisors and 
county 
agricul- 
tural agents. 


Most of the damage will come 


from the migratory species which 
threatens 23 counties in the Pan- 
handle.

Many poultrymen select young 


hens and toms from the spring 
flock to hold over as breeders. 
Only by liberal feeding do they 
reach 
full growth by the time 
the laying season starts.

McCarthy called 
attention 
to 


the breeding-flock feeding studies 
by Stanley J. Marsden, 
turkey 


specialist of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 
Under 
ordinary 


winter conditions 
where 
some 
green feed and plenty of sun- 
shine is available, he found that 
breeding bird's kept In good con- 
dition if they had all they want- 
ed of a good laying mash to- 
gether with scratch grain, plenty 
of water and gravel 
or 
some 


other insoluble grit. 


When winter weather 
Is 
se- 


vere and birds must be confined 
the laying mash should contain 
1 per cent of cod liver oil. To 
preserve the vitamin A of the oil, 
It should not be mixed with the 
mash for more than two weeks 
in advance, and one week is bet- 
ter, McCarthy said.
